1. BECAUSE OF THE KNOWN BRAZILIAN SENSITIVITY ON THIS ISSUE, 
EMBASSY CONSIDERED IT NECESSARY TO CHECK PROPOSED RESEARCH 
IN BRAZIL WITH FOREIGN MINISTRY INTELLIGENCE ADVISOR WHO 
IN TURN FOUND IT NECESSARY TO CHECK WITH FOREIGN MINISTER 
PERSONALLY. FOREIGN MINISTER DID NOT APPROVE OF PROJECT. 

THUS. IF PROPOSED TRAVEL TO BRAZIL FOR RESEARCH IS STILL 
CONSIDERED USEFUL, CONTACTS WOULD HAVE TO BE RESTRICTED TO 
OFFICIAL U.S. PERSONNEL AND TO WILLIAM BELTON. AMBASSADOR 
IS KNOWLEDGEABLE ON ELBRICK KIDNAPPING CASE FROM PERSPECTIVE 
OF WASHINGTON WHERE HE WAS ASSIGNED AT THE TIME. IN ADDITION, 
EMBASSY CAN PROVIDE BACKGROUND ON PRESENT EXTERNAL FACTORS IN 
BRAZIL AND WILL BE IN POSITION TO DISCUSS CURRENT BRAZILIAN 
OFFICIAL THINKING ON TERRORISM.
